1. The landing field of the NwUaUPLIN (N 53/Z 49) airficle, 
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although in poor condition, scemed to be usable. A hanzar 
without side walls and a dump containing about four hundred 
logs were at the southern edse of the field. Seven j~-story 
barracks, ruins of two hangars, a railroad spur track and a 


truck parking lot were at the eastern edge of the field, 
Ruins of buildinss were seen along the Wittstock Allee: 


There were two earthbunkers and seven cantonmwent buildings,
